Yesterday (Sunday) 
morning, Mr. Davie ttateri, In.- was aji- 
proached by Mr. Todd, who was armed 
with a stick, and threatened with i)orsonal 
violence.

It dovelopes a startling stale 
of nlTairs, and, whun coupled mth tho ill- 
conduct of Mr. Ford at tho theatre, 
shows tlie lengths to which certain ofli- 
cial.s aro prepared to go to sustain a cor- 
rupt and o.xpirin;..; ministry in power.
